U. S. Indicts Two Accused
Of Stirriug Up Iudians

Charge at Los Angeles Is Alien-
jiting Confidence of Aborigines

in Federal Government
LOS ANGELES.'Aprtl 2..An indict¬

ment charging Jonnthan P. Tibbet, said
to bo a real estate opcrator of Rlver¬
side, with having "alienated the con-
tidonce of the Mission Indian* of Cnli-
fornia in the Federal government" was
returned by the Federal grand jury to¬
day. A similar indictment was alao
brought against B. H. Jones, a negro,said to bo Tlbbct'a assistant.

Federal officials said these bills werethe flrst of the kind over returned.
Tibbet was alleged to have organlzed

among the 5,000 members of the trlbe
what was known as the Mission Indian
Federation. of which he was said to be
chief grand counsellor. The organiia-tlon was said to have been responsiblefor insubordmation among the Indians
and the instigation by them of a
"strike" for government entirelv free
from the United States.

Indian Agent Stanley and John
Largo, an Indian policeman. were killed
recently, and members of the tribe aro
held for murder. Neither Tibbet nor
Jones has been arrested.

Alibi of Elwell
Suspect Is Said to
Have Broken Down
Whitman Investigators Also

Declared to Have Traced
Woman'sLingerieFoimd in
Slain Turfman's Bedroom

The investigation of the murder of
Joseph Bowne Elwell, undertaken byformer Governor Charles S. Whitman at
the request of District Attorney Swann,developed two entirely new angles yes¬terday, according to information'ob-
tained last night by a reporter for The
Tribune at the Criminal Courts Build¬
ing.
One of the officials assigned to the

case by Mr. Whitman is said to have
evidence which indicates that the alibi
built up by one of the persons ex-
amcined by the authprities shortly after
thf> sh< oting of the turfman has broken
down.

According to the information ob-
tained yesterday this alibi is said to.
have been "framed up." One of thOBe
who was a party to it has made eer-
tain admissions which throw an entire-
ly new light on the case, it is said.

Neither Mr. Whitman nor Assistant,
District Attorney James E. Smith, as-
signed to direct the reopened investi¬
gation, would discuss this new phase of
the matter yesterday. Mr. Smith would
not deny or confirm the report that the
alibi of one of the persons under sus-
picion immediately after the tragedy
had been punctured.
According to The Tribune's inform-

ant, much importanco is attached by
the present investigators to the fact
that they have been able to find the
store in which the pieces of lingerio
found in ELwell's bedroom after the
murder were purchased,

Mr, Whitman is known to have spent
st 11 of Saturday going over the papers
in the case, which were sent to hi^
home on Friday night.

Arrest and Question Man
In Killing of Priest

Detroit Authorities Also Seek
Another in Conneetion With

Shooting of Pastor
DETROIT. April 2..County authori¬

ties and police of Wyandotte, investi-
gating the murder last night of the
Rev. Leo Jarecki, rector of Our Lady
of Mount Carmel Church, took one
man into custody to-day for question-
ing and were seeking another said to
have quarreled with the priest re¬
cently.

The man questioned this forenoon
approached Father Jarecki relative to
a christening shortly before Easter.
He is said to have created a sccne
when the priest advised him to go to
his own church. ¦

The other man sought is a negro
who represented himself as a clergy-
man connected with a Baltimore mis¬
sion. According to the authorities he
asked permission of Father Jarecki to
solicit donations in the Wyandotte
parish, but was refused.

Origin of a telephone call to the
rectory about an hour before the priest
wa.« shot down in his doorway also
was being traced to-day. An appoint-
ment with Father Jarecki was made
over the telephone by an unidentified
man, according to Miss Anna Knopf,
his housekeeper. She told the authori¬
ties to-day the priest was called from
his study between 8:30 and 9 o'clock
last night by a knock at the door.
She heard him call, Who is there?" in
English and in Polish, and then return
to his study. A moment later, she
said, the door bell rang and Father
Jarecki opened the door. ,As he did
so, Miss Knopf said, a shot was fired
and Father Jarecki fell to the floor.

D. M. Levitas, of Westwotd, reported
last night to the Berge.i County
Doctors' Association that there are
two cases of typhus in Bergen County.
They are said to Ve the flrst ever
recorded in the county.
The victims are Miss Elsie Opper-

man, twenty-five years old, of Hills-
dale, and her sister, Marguerite, six-
teen, a student in the high school at
Park Ridge. Both cases are under
the care of Dr. Levitas.

Miss Elsie Opperman was stricken
first, her sister becoming ill shortly
afterward. Dr. Harlow Brooks, a New
York specialist, was called for eon-
sultation by Dr. Levitas.

All "Divorce
Mar Decrees
Held Invalid

Even Legitimatc Actious
Are Declared Illegal if
Fraud Charges Against
H. F. Miller Are Proved

Warrant Issued for Him
Seore Subpoemacd to Testi-

fy Before Grand Jury
on Acts of "Attorney"

The alleged "divorce mill" activitien
of Herbert P. Miller, tht> unlicensed
lawyer who is missing from tho city,
appeared yesterday to havo opened up
complications the end of which no offi¬
cial concerned with tho matrimonial
genie's apprehension is willing to esti¬
mate. It was said that every action,
whether "framed" or legitimatc, that
Miller supported as an attorney is au-

tomatically invalidated once the several
charges against him are judicially sub-
stantiated.
A warrant has been placed in the

hands of the Sheriff of Westchester
County calling for the arrest of Mil¬
ler on sight. It charges 1 with a

felony. Yesterday Deputy SherifTa
from White Plains served subpeenas
on twenty-two witnesses who must ap-
pear before tho Westchester grand
jury next Wednesday, when an in¬
quiry into Miller's activities will bo
put unde(r way. These witnesses in-
clude men and women who appeared
as plaint^Ts or defendants in divorce
actions.
Added the already existing complica¬

tions revealed by District Attorney
Davis of Westchester County, it was
learned yesterday that a number of
complaints against Miller had been
filed in the New York County District
Attorney's office by persons said to
have appealed to Miller for divorce and
annulment proceedings in the Manhat-
tan Supreme Court. Joab H. Banton,chief assistant to District AttorneySwann, said that the complaints hadbeen turned over to Assistant District
Attorney O'Neil and Mr. O'Neil author-
ized to turn over the information to
the Westchester County District At¬
torney.

Operated in Every Connty
Miller appeared as counsel in matri¬

monial litigation in every county of
Greater New York, it. has been said,and in hddition to the twenty-iive to
thirty cases uncovered in Westchester
County, he has appeared as the attor¬
ney for litigants in N'assau County.District Attorney Lewis, of KingaCounty, said there were at least. adozen cases on record in Brooklynwhich he has found to be part of theunlicensed practitioner's work.
The office of the clerk of West¬chester County in White Plains hasbeen flooded for two days with personaland telephoned inquiries from personswho., have either remarried after ob-

tainihg "decrees" through Miller or
are contempiating remarrying. DistrictAttorney Davis expressed the opinionthat the number of bigamous mar-riages cohtracted as the result of Mil¬ler's alleged "freeing" process may
prove startling.
Even such decrees as were obtainedby Miller without forgery, Mr. Davissaid, are invalidated by the fact that.he had no certiricate of practice inNew York. Of the total number ofboth kinds of cases uncovered by theDistrict Attorney's and Countv Clerk'soffices at White Plains, the papers havebeen found in twenty and a majorityof these were said by Assistant DistrictAttorney Walter Ferris to have beenforgeries or frauds of one kind oranother.
An incident in the office of the West¬chester County Clerk yesterday indi-cated that the district attorney's reve-lations prevented at least one techni-cally bigamous marriage.

Woman'a Ilomance Spoiled
A pretty, fur-wrapped woman ap¬peared at the clerk's window with a

request that the files be searched for
a decree supposed to have been granted
a client of Miller's whom she wasabout to marry. The record contained
no trace of the alleged case, the names
in which were not given to the news¬
papers. The caller dissolved into teursand ¦exclaimed:

"Oh, that man Miller! If I could gethim now!"
She explained to the clerk that hertntended husband had proposed andbeen accepted on condition that he wasreally free to marry her after a decreeof divorce obtained through Miller.The final papers, she told the clerk,had been shown her by her intendedhusband.
"I am glad I found it out before it

was too late," she commented, tear-fully.
Mrs. Lillian Loughran, an exception-ally attractive young woman, who lives

in New York, appeared at the same
place yesterday with another attorney,having been unable to find Miller since
she received from him, she said, an in-
terlocutory decree of divorce from
Thomas Loughran about two months
ago.
The interlocutory decree was looked

up. It bore the signature of Supreme
Court Justice Arthur S. Tompkins.
Justice Tompkins declared the signa¬
ture to be a clumsy forgery.

Richard Germain; of 251 Sixth Ave¬
nue, Brooklyn, wrote to the Westches¬
ter County authorities, stating that
his wife, Ethel, had boasted that she
had obtained a divorce from him
through the efforts of Miller. He said
the divorce was fraudulent.

officers of the Retail Coal Bureau.
Robert H. Clark and Nathaniel H.

Kendall, officers of the Chicago Re¬
tail Coal Merchants' Association.
The same men also are charged with

conspiracy to form a boycott and black-
list against six independent coal deal¬
ers.

Park Row Shooting Gives
Chinatown Crowd Thrill

TouristB Hear Shot in Saloon
and See Man Staggcr a Block,

Slightly Wounded
Matthrw Lavin, twenty-two years old,

of 7S Grafton Street, Brooklyn, was thc
victim of a mystorlous shooting in n

saloon at 1H0 Park Row, on the. vergc
of Chinatown, last night. His assailant
escaped immediately after firing a

shot that struck Lavin in the proln.
The attack wns made shortly before

8 o'clock, just as the fleet of China¬
town "rubbcrneck" wagons arrived with
their cargoes of. curious sightReers.
Tho report of the shot brought thc
sightseers running to the spot just as

Lavin stnggered out of the saloon and
st'umbled down Park Row.
Tho crowd followed nt his heels,

while a more level-hendcd citizen
turned in a call for an ambulance.
Lavin mnnnged to rench the doorway of
158 Park Row, a block from the place
where he was shot, before ho collapsed.
Ho was nttende'd shortly afterward by
Dr. Nach, of the. Volunteer Hospital,
nnd later removed to the hospital,
where it was reported he had not been
soverely injurcd, but was suffering
from shock,
The shooting was in the saloon of

Gornelius O'Rourke, but the police were
unable to obtain any information re¬

garding the identity of Lavin'a as¬
sailant or the causc of thc shooting.
The attack came so suddenlv, it was

said, that no one rememberea just ex¬
actly what had happened.

Bruises on Girl's Body
Refute Suieide Theory

Sweetheart Accused of Murder
After His Stained Shoes Fit

Traeks Near Death Spot
DURAND, Mich., April 2..Informa¬

tion that refuted tho suieide theory
in the mysterious death of Lucy Whit-
tum, whose body was found near her
home Thursday, has been obtaincd by
officers investigating the case, Sheriff
Sproul of Shiawassee County an¬
nounced to-night.
"The girl was not a suieide; she was

murdered," the Sheriff declared.
A more thorough examination of tho

girl's body to-day, according to the
Sheriff, revealed a bruise on the tcm-
ple, apparently caused by a bluht In-
strument, and similar marks on her
side.

Neither of these bruises, it was said,
were present when the young woman
left her home Wednesday afternoon to
meet her swetheart, Forrest Higgins,
with whom she planned to elope.

lliggins is held in the county jail at
Cqrunna on a charge of murder. He
is to be arraigned Monday.
Shoes Higgins admitted he wore

Wednesday night were taken by of-
ficers to-day and titted into footprints
near the spot where the girl's body
was found. The Sheriff announced
they fit perfectly.
The shoes, together with' a pair of

gloves, have been sent to the State
Chemist to determine whether peculiar
marks upon them were caused by an
acid similar to that which had burned
the face of Miss Whittum, and which,authorities deelare, caused her death.

Attacks Divorce by Rabbis

Judge Says It Is Obtaining
Money Falsely

A vigorous attack on the "ghet," or
rabbinical divorce, was made by Justice
Benedict, in the Brooklyn SupremeCourt, yesterday when he refused to
grant an application for a divorce, filed
by Louis Bratburd, of 225 New Lots
Avenue. Bratburd charged misconduct
by his wife, Ida.
"The case Bmacks of collusion," tha

Court declared. "It appears, amongother things, that the plaintiff paid
some rabbi to give him a so-called
'ghet,' or Jewish divorce, and that he
subsequently brought 'his action. The
wife also was a party to the rabbinical
divorce.

"It seems that our criminal laws
should ho made to cover these rabbin¬
ical divorces. The rabbis know per¬fectly well that they are taking moneyunder ^heyfalse pretense of giving thc
parties something of value, and theyknow also, or ought to know, that the
act is against the law."

Evidence was in-troduced to prove that when Keatingreturned to his home on the night ofDecember 19, he met a stranger on hisdoorstcp and that he took the man
back into the house, where an argu-ment ensued. The men are said tohave come to blows, and in the fightthat followed it was proved that Keat-
ing's pistol was accidentally dis-charged. The bullet entered the righttemple of Mrs. Keating, who watchedthe light from an adjoining room.

Boy of 6 Dying
Of Bullet in
Tenement Feud
Falls Mortally Wounded at

Brooklyn Corner as Gun-
man Opens Fire on Kn-
emy, Who Is in Hospital

2 Hold-Up Attempts Fail
3 Masked Bandits LoseNerve

After Shots and Run;
Fleet Owner Saves Payroll

Carl Carbone, six years old, of 77
Sackett Street, Brooklyn, was mortally
wounded yesterday afternoon when an

unidentified assailant fired three shots
at Paul Carrello, thirty-five years old,
of 193 Orchard Street, at the corner of
Sackett and Columbia streets, Brooklyn.

Both Carrello and the boy were

taken to the Holy Famiiy Hospital.
Though Carrello's injury was declared
not to be Berious, the child, it was

found, had been shot through the right
lung. The police have been unable to
obtain any details of the shooting from
Carrello or any of the numerous wit¬
nesses.

The shooting occurred in one of the
crowded Italian sectlons of Brooklyn.
Patrolman John Lyons, who was regu-
lating traffic a short distance away
on Columbia Street, heard tiie shots.

Crowd Gathers ^

When he arrived at Sackett Street
a large crowd was jostling at the inter-
eection of Sackett and Columbia streets.
They were fighting for a chanco to
catch a sight of the wounded man and
child, whom Patrolman Lyon found ly-
ing about twenty feet apart on Sackett
Street.

After calling ambulances Lyons dc-
tained as witnesses Mrs. Sydney Sal-
firc, of 265 Pacific Street; Mrs. Gemali
Effi, of 268 Baltic Street, and Frank
Viola, of 134 Degraw Street, all of
Brooklyn.
These witnesses said that they be-

lieved three shots were firod. The first
is said to have struck Carrello in the
elbow and the second the child. The
third went wild. All the witnesses
said that the shooting took place so

suddenly that no attempt was made to
stop the man who fired the shots. He
is said to have sought refuge in a

building near by. The police searched
this building later, but no arrest was
made.

Carrello w-as questioned by detectives
at the hospital, but refused to make
any statement regarding the shooting.

In his letter of protest to Dr. Whar-

He declared that Buch
treatment as he was being accor led
at tho hands of the Btudents nnd
faculty was not new to him, but main-
tained that "my rights are Independentof the misconduct of others."

"I have a right to earn my living,
to serve and be served." he wrote.

I can earn it. The right is indepiof whether I am given the right to
earn it or not. I am entitlftd to that
opportunity in proportion to rav
ability."
Beckwith complains bitterly about

Together they went
to Germaqy to study, and on his re-
turn he entered Columbia and in 1911
received his doctor's degree from that
institution. He joined the faculty at
Dartmouth, but had a dispute with
other faculty members and was dis¬
missed.
He went to the officers' training camp

at Plattsburg when the war broke oul
and was commissioned a first lieuten-
ant of artillery. After that he became
head of the College of Business Ad-
ininistration at Iowa College, Grin-
nell, Iowa. Here he had another d
pute with the faculty and was dis¬
missed by President J. H. T. Main of
that institution.
About this time, too, he relates, "an

affair developed between my wife and
Karl Robinson. She later ceased to
love me and the upshot, prolongcd ver
a long neriod of years, is that my for¬
mer wife is now Mrs. Karl Davis Robin¬
son, of New York City."
